Curious fefearches of Antiquity, contained in divers Differ- 
tations concerning Me dal Is, Bafe feleifs, Statues , Mo- 
faic-ivor\s % and Infcriptions of the Ancients : Enriched 
with a great number of Brafs Cuts, By Monfr, Spon 
Dr. of Phyficl^at Lyons, id 8 J. in quarto. 

T He excellent Phyfitian and curious Traveller Dr. 
Spon, having in his preface to thefe Refearches re¬ 
commended the prefent Age, from the good per¬ 
formances of the Divines and Lawyers in their refpedtive 
faculties, and from the happy inventions in his own Pro- 
feffiou, as the Circulation of the blood, the Fence LaUece, 
Quinquina, and feveral others, and alfo from Philofophi- 
cai difeoveries, fuch as the weight of the Air, and 
force of burning Met allins devices for Divers, ( 3 c. 
defeends to the juft praife of our late Antiquaries, Se- 
g uien, Spa nheimfP a tin a.ndVaillant,iu\d then allures us that 
what he gives us in his differtations, is altogether new, and 
the happy advantages of his Travels. 

The Lrontifpeice of the book is contrived to repre- 
lent divers forms of Antiquity, as the Triumphal Stru¬ 
cture at St. ferny in Provence of the Corinthian order; a Fe¬ 
male figure ofexquilxteDr^ry in the fame place : Cornelia 
Vallectlla : a large Urn of white Marble wreathed with 
Ivy and Vines, a Bird picking off the Grapes. The No¬ 
ble Pyramid at Vienna in Dauphine, which our Author 
would have erected as a Cenotaph in honor of Odavius 
Augufhs. Next the Amphitheater of 'Titus at fame-, 
which is alfo expreft in a coyn of Alex. Severus in the 
poffeffion of Segnior Genette. 7. The Temple of Juno 
Martialis from the Medal of Volufanus. 8. Minerva’s 
Temple at Athens, of which Dr. Spon and his noble com¬ 
panion Sir George Wheeler, treat largely in their Greek 
Voyages. 9. A Roman Statue atMarfeiles. 10. The 0 - 
belifc lately found at Arles, which is fully deferibed toge¬ 
ther with Venus , of the fame city by Mr. Terrein. And 
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befidesthefe, a Roman Eagle, and a very elegant Chapter 
obferved in the ruins of Jaffus in AJia minor. 

1. Thefirftdiflertation of Dr. Span, illuftrates an An¬ 
cient round Buckler of maffive Silver, fifli’d out of the 
J^bone near Avignon 1676.of 21 pound weight, and 2,0 
inches French in Diameter, confecrated in memory of 
the molt vertuous Scipio Africanus his reltoring a fair 
captive to Allucius Prince of Celtiberia , who had ef- 
poufed her. 

He upon this occafion reminds 11s of the Silver Buck¬ 
ler of Afdrubal , weighing 138 pounds, taken by Lucius 
Mar Hus. The ten Silver Bucklers and one Golden of Phi- - 
lif > Ion of Demetrius, which adorned the triumph of Titus 
Quintius. The 12 Silver-guilt Bucklers dedicated in 
the Confulate of Junius and Brutus. Fie alfo repre- 
fents the forms of fuch votive difques from feveral Coy ns 
of Augujlus, Tiberius and Fefpafian, thereby to 
confirm his own opinion againft the ingenious Author 
of Journal de Scavans , who fuppofes it a Balin. This 
Buckler is near a 1900 years old, now in the hands of 
Mr. Mey of Lyons. It is charged with Scipio half mantled 
grafping his Pike,-Roman officers attending, with the 
Bearded Spaniards, fupplicating for the fair Virgin, ( for 
the Romans did wear no beards from the 474 year of the 
city, till the Emperor Hadrian : ) and alfo with the Spa- 
nilh and Roman Arms. 

2. The Emblematicl^pgures, Herma, Genius, Satyrus G? 
Sylvams, expreft in old Mofaic work, 20 foot long 
and 10. broad, found in the Vineyard of Mr. Cajjair 
of Lyons , caufe a large difeourfe, as concerning the 
Afarota, or the Ancient Greeks pavements of Stone, 
reprefentiug the furniture orreliquesof a feaft, fo of the 
Lithojlrata , opera teJJ'ellata, & pavimenta feclilia, making 
up feveral figures of beads and plants, by the com pasture 
of fma.ll divers coloured ftones or glafs. Which 
artifices were called Mofaic, or Mufiva in Spartiani Pe- 
feennio, not from Moles, but the Greek pTwaand/^i^': 
or elle becaufe elegant pieces are attributed to 
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the Mufes. The rooms where the Literati conven’d be¬ 
ing at firft fo adorned. Accordingly in the Church of 
St. Irenants at Lyons is to be feen a pavement Mofaic of 
iooo years Antiquity, which expreffes Rhetorick, Logick 
and Ethic's. The firft ofthefe pavements amongft the 
Iranians, was that of the Temple of Fortune, laid by Sylla 
170 years before Chrift’s birth. Afterwards the Roman 
Generals, and particularly Julius Cafar ufed to carry with 
him into the Army fuch pieces for the decoration’of their 
lodgings. Andof fuch thelearned Dr. Span hath found 
great plenty in Greece, and in Italy, and in France. But 
in fpecial he prailes, befidesfome late imitations at the 
Goblins'in Paris, thole in the Domett Sienna : the grand 
work itithe Monaftery of St. 1\e?nie at Rjjeins : delcrib- 
ed by Berger: th at of the Cathedral Church at Neims, of 
which fee Poldo : and the Mofaic guilt of St. Marlas at 
Venice. And then concludes with fome inferiptions to 
Sylvanus, and others touching Opera Albaria & gfuadra- 
taria. 

3 Next follows his difeourfe on the Palmyrene Figures 
and inferiptions, preferved at Rome in Greek and Sy- 
riack. The former to this lenfe: To the honour of Agle- 
bolus and Malachbelus , that is the Sun and Moon accor¬ 
ding to our Author, the Deities of his country L. Aurelius 
Heliodorus, Ion of Antiochus oiPalmyra or Hadriania, de¬ 
dicated this Marble, and a Statue of .Silver, or Signum 
with its ornature, for the prefervation of himfelf, his 
wife, and children, on the month peritius (ox February) 
m th c(Ssleucian) year 747. under the Emperor Aurehan, 
40 years before Cenobia, the valiant, learned, and beauti¬ 
ful Queen of the aforelaid Palmyra; to whole time Mr. 
Petite refers that Infcription in his explication of the 
Syriack writing. Wherein he hath not fatisfied the curious 
Mr. Galland : bscaufe it is more then probable the Syriack 
expreffes the fame with the Greek. As we lee feveral Ro¬ 
man Monuments bear the fame lenfe both in Greek and in 
Latin. And Dr. Spon gives us another Infcription with 
the figure of the Sun, and an Eagle at his breaft, confe-

Crated by Claudiusfelix Calbienjis hi tbeLatine and Palmy¬ 
rene Languages. Then concludes with feveral Marble de¬ 
dications SOLI INFICTO MLFHRyiE not before' publifh’t; 
noting out of LaUantius, that the Perjians reprefented 
their Mithra by a Lyons head Crown'd. 

4. The fourth differtation explained! the excellent 
Monument at Pome of the Fratres Arvales : concerning 
their offering, for the. profperity of the Emperor Ve- 
JpaJian and his fon 'Titus, a Bull to Jupiter :to Queen Ju¬ 
no, Minerva,& Salus a Cow to each ; and admires the 
zeal of Neftor ?a\<S.\\isPyUans,u\ offering no lefs then 47000 
Oxen to Neptune. 

7. The marriage of Cupid and Pfyche is celebrated in 
his fift difertation, taken from a Gemme of Mr. de Pa¬ 
gans, the work of Trypho. Where Pfyche, or the foul, 
winged like a Butterfiie ( which is alfo amongft the 
Greeks,) leads his vail’d Bride, the emblem of the Paf- 
fions, by an Indiffoluble chain on his right hand, and 
aElambcauintheleft. Then he gives us three or four 
Cuts more, where the departing foul, par levibus ventis 
volucriffiie fimillima fomno, is reprefented by a Butterfiie 
upon the wing: animadverting that in fome Roman Mo¬ 
numents, Pfyche is made theBridc and cm braced by Cupid, 
the mind by the brutal foul; of which fee Fulgentius & E- 
piphanius Fleer. 3 6 . 

6The next Plate furnifhes us with divers Statues without 
arms and heads,monntcd upon fquarePillars called//tr?««? 
& Termini, from the figures of Mercurius Trtvius. With 
thefe Athens abounded, and to this day Iiyme fhews fever¬ 
al GreekCaptains, Poets and Philofophers in that forme. 
In fpecial the Hermanubis with votapublica, in a Coyn of 
Julian the Emperor and Philofopher, is worth notice: be¬ 
ing headed like a dog, and bearing in the right hand a Sif- 
trum, in the left a Caduceus, and on his fhoulders a Man¬ 
tle. To which falhion Tertullian alludes in his jeftupon the 
Senator ,Nunc quoque cumjiftro faciemportare caninam. On 
the reverie is the Apojtate bearded as he lov’d, with a 
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Modius upon his head,as befitting the infcription, Deo Sera- 
pidi. JLikewife the figure of the Herma theme is rare,though 
the name be frequent. He ends his diflertation with a re¬ 
mark oiSalmafius, that amongft the Antients many Gods 
were of both Sexes. As Luna & Lunus, Bacchus & Baccha, 
Liber & Libera or Ceres ; Aphroditus & Aphrodita , and 
thence Hermaphrodita ; and in Latine Venus mas c J 
fcemina. 

7 . After he treats of the Egyptian Harpocrates & 
Hermarpocrates : with his fore finger on his mouth, fit¬ 
ting fometimes upon an Ejlrich, commonly on the Lotus 
tree, furrounded in fome gems with the Planets in form 
of Birds moving in liquid Aether: and with Characters, 
partly Greek, partly Egyptian, according to the fancy 
of: the Gnojiics , of which fee Macarii Abraxas. To 
thefe he fubjoynes Sign a Panthea, and Statues of IJis, «- 
na quee erat omnia dea : and tells us that upon the walls 
of Hadrianople, he efpied the following infcription con¬ 
cerning providence, terrm-L-t r wda/i> <ru. 

8 The Cymbala of the Ancients were two hallow hemif- 
phercs of Bra is or filver, ft ruck one againft the other, ufed 
mo ft in the dances of the Phrygian Cybele. But the Cruma- 
ta and Crotala were like our Caftanets : to which anfwer- 
ed the Crupfia and Scabella, for the feet. The Tympana, 
ourTimbrels, were a Syrian invention. The Cithara a trian¬ 
gular Harp, the Lyra, one bounded with S S. as com¬ 
monly in the Statues of Apollo, and die Sijlrum, in 
fiiape like a Racquet, crofted with three loole wiresof 
Brafs,proper to the ceremonies of IJis. 

9. The fquare houfe at Heims , 74 foot long, and 41 
and a half broad, was not built for a Prcetorium, or a 
Capitol or Council-houfe, as Poldo d'Albenas conceiv’d. 
But by the front with its Tympanum, and by the number of 
its Pillars, 6 in front, and on each fide 11, appears to be 
a Temple: not unlike that of Minerva and Thejeus at 
Athens, the Porch or Pronaon being one third of the 
whole length. The like is to be laid touching Notredame 
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delavie at Vienna in France \ namely that it was a Temple 
of the Column aj^e called Monop ter os. 

io. This differtation comprifes the judgment of the 
excellent Mr. cle Pyrejc concerning the marriage Ring 
of Tcclcii ot an ounce weight in Gold, and infcrib d Tec- 
la vivat Deo feo, as the Chriftian then did clinch. 

11 There was found at Lyons four years agoe, a thumb 
Ring of Gold of one Memorinus , weighing four Luy- 
dors and a half. Which confirms what Pliny faith lib. 33. 
that the fipmans at length efteemed themfelves from the 
weight of theirGold rings: which werebefore the honour 
of Embaffadours only, the reft wearing Iron. Whence 
Dr. Spon refers us to Gorleus’s Dablylotheca, abraxas Cbifle* 
tii, and the Inventorie of the famous Pyrejcius; where 
amongft others was aBrafs Ring bearing a Medal of Ju¬ 
lian the Emperor, whole reverfe was IJis Faria. 

The 12. explains an elegant Medal of Severus and his 
Lady Julia Domna-, not Domina, for Salmafius will have 
it a Syriack word. She is thus ftil’d as in many Medals, 
foin a fair Infcription in the Galerie of the Duke of Tus¬ 
cany, brought thither from Tunis. On the reverfe, the fu¬ 
rious God of Wine, in a Charet triumphs over the Orient, 
(which Severus alfo conopier d) drawn by a pair of Lao - 
pards , and himfelf bearing a Leopards skin on hisleft, and 
a pot in his right hand; coyn’d at Seleucia upon Palycad- 
nus. This chapter ends with a good Monument of Seve¬ 
rus found near Sidon in Syria. 

13. Of ancient pictures, which are rarely found; 
and only in water colours, ( for oyl painting is but a 
late invention ) this worthy Philitian mentions the nup¬ 
tials in bortis Aldobrandinis& Pome triumphant , lately 
found in the Sepulcher of the Na/onian family, near to the 
Amphitheater of Titus , and reprefented to the publick 
by Bellonius. Where you have Poma viclrix, fitting with a 
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Pike amongft feveral other Arms: not unlike Minerva fas 
ftie is alfo expreft inCoy ns both Latinand Greek, andSoul- 
diers attending. One of which holds bajla pur a in his 
left hand, and leads with his right an horfe, without fad- 
dle or ftirrups. The want of which, Hippocrates andGalene 
make the caufe of feveral pains and maladies in the legs, 
which the Scythians and Romans were aflliCted with. 
Before this triumphant horfe are two Litlores with their 
faces, vhich were inftruments both of State and Juftice, 
and ic»ved to thefe fevere fentences: Colliga manus, virgis 
ceede,pleblefecuri. Of thefe the Dictators had 24, theCon- 
fuls 12, the Proconfuls 6 , and the Pratores Vrbium 2. 

14. This treats of a navis Frumentaria , or the reverfe 
of arareCoyn of Commodus, who every) ear fent Victual¬ 
lers to Africa , as Lampndius aflures us. 

1 3 • The next is the learned Mr. Galland his accurate de¬ 
scription of a Coyn oi'Tribonian, lent from Smyrna to Pa¬ 
ris: which bears Apollo Clarius with his Lyre within a four 
columnd Temple, and an Ox at his Altar. Then for Smyr¬ 
na and the x 2 Cities of Jonia, perfons with their hands 
lift up, t 0 Kiimlmav, as the Coyns calls them : in the Rimmc 
whereof we read, mhftae id,at M\t<pana», Like wile 

a Medal of the Antonines, noirov >y. y.

16. You have the letter of the excellent Fr. Ifedi of 
Florence , that Spectacles were invented about the year 
1300. from the teftimony of a Chronicle of the convent 
of St. Catherina at Pifa, Anno 13/3. prater Alexander de Spi¬ 
na vir modejlus & bonus , quxeunque vidit aut audivit fac¬ 
ta, feivit et facere. Ocularia ah aliquo primo facia & com - 
municare nolente , ipfe fecit, (3 communicavit corde hilarity 
volente . And from the preamble of a treatile made Anno 
12 pp. digoverno della famiglia de Scan dro di Pipo^go. Mi 
truovo coji gravofb dianni che\ non arei valen^a di leggiere 
e ferivere fanga vetri appellati Okiali truovati novcllarnente 
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per commodita delli pouveri veki, qvando affiebolano delvede- 
re. And alfo from a Sermon of Fryar Jordan de Pivalto 
that died at Placenta Anno i 3 n. which is quoted in the 
Dictionary de la Crufca,in the word Occhiale, vir y . It is not 
20 years fince the Art of making Spectacles was found 
out, which much mends the fight: and is indeed one of 
the heft and moft neceffary inventions in the world. 
Sooue after ijof. Mr BernardGordon inhis Liliutn medi¬ 
cines thus commends a certain Eye-falve: Et ejl tantce vir;- 
ttuis , quod decrepitum facer et legere lit eras minutas abjque 
oculanbus. And Anno \ 363 . Guido the Chirurgian, after 
propofing feveral Collyria , faith: If thefe or the like 
will not do, you muft make ufe of Spectacles. 

17 This renders an account to the moft iiluftious Ange¬ 
lo Maurojini , of Antoninus Pius his Brafs Coyn, from his 
Cabinet, prefenting the three Godefles on mount Ida , and 
Mercury with the Shepherd Paris handing below, having 
on a Phrygian Cap, not unlike the Ducal Crown of 
Venice. 

t 8 The Dij manes employ this diflertation, being ra¬ 
ther a Roman then a Grecian fuperftition; whence the 
Anthropomorphites took their Haerefie. 

19. The Brazen Urn of moft elegant Sclupture here 
deferibed , Dr. Span gave to Mr. Galliard, and for this 
caufc treats at large of Sepuchrale Urrae/; whereby ( after 
the Romans had introduc'd from Greece the fafhion ot 
burning their dead ) both infection was avoided, and 
the a/hesof their friends preferved in the family. They 
likewife fometimes made ufe of A(beJios and Amianthus t 
fpun into thread for napkins,to preferve in the micift of the 
flames the feperate and intire afhes of their relations. 
Dr .Gunebault, who hath deferibed the Tomb of Chyndo- 
nax, fawin a Venetian cabinet aquarter of an ell 
of that Linnen. Such ftones are frequent enough in Ne- 
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gnpont , Cypros, Tenos , and other places. Yet the Ro¬ 
mans were not very careful to feparate the humane afhes 
from the reft; but put fometimes coals and all into the 
Urn. The Urns or King Demetrius, and the Emperour 
Trajan were of Gold, and that found of late under 
the ftately Column, that yet bears the name of Marcellus, 
was of Silver. The Emperor Severu/s was of Gold, or ac¬ 
cording to Dio of Porpbyrie : or of Alabafier as Hero- 
dian reports, which that Emperour provided before¬ 
hand. Urns of glafs are frequent in the Cabinets of 
the curious. The moft common are potters earth: and 
I have fecn great numbers of them at J{ome ol Stone 
and Metal, and of Marble. The Urns are of all figures, 
but ufually round and bellyed : thole of Metal are gene¬ 
rally are embellifht with Sculpture and Bafereleifs. Mr. 
Dafour hath received two from Eyypt of Pot-earth be- 
fetwithHieroglyphicks, and fill d with Mummie: which is 
rare enough from that place where embalming was of 
general ule. Thefe Urns for perfons of quallity were 
either fet under Marble Monuments, or elfe in the niches 
of Sepulchral Vaults. Such as that at Neims, fuppofed 
to be the Charnal of the Antonine family. Not far 
from Droll , at the opening of an Hillock or Burrough, (of 
which there are two or three thereabouts ) under a aheap 
of loofe ftones were found feveral Earthen and Glafs 
Urns full of alhes; and alfomany fmall links of Gold, 
fuppofed to be the reliquesof the antient Gauls. 

The 20. is the Monument of the noble Poncius fon of 
Ildefonfus at Neimes, Anno Dom. 1203. 

The one and twentieth is a Female head of brafs big¬ 
ger then the life, bearing a tower: which was dug out of 
Mr. Berriers houfe near St. Eujtacbe at Paris; fuppoled 
to be If is, the Titular Goddefs of the City, whole an¬ 
cient Arms was accordingly a Ship. For IJis was Prefi- 
dent of the Sea. And when Cbildebert built the Abby 

of 
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of St. German near the place where lfit Temple ftood, 
he put her Idol in a hole of the wall, which remaind till 
1714. Whence in the old Charter the Abby is laid to be 
founded, in urbe Parifaca prope muros civitatis in terra, 
qua afpeblatad fifcum Jjiacen/em. So that the Dodtor 
would have Pans come from 'i™. As Lutetia or Lu- 
cotetia from Lucies . Then follows a very learned dif- 
courfe of the excellent Mr. pefche, concerning a rare 
Coyn of Pylamenes Euergeta, King of Papblagonia and a 
friend to the Romans, imprelt with an Ox bead. Both 
which he refers to ifis : becaufe the Paphlagomans came 
originally from Egypt. Pylamenes being from the time of 
Homer the ufual name of the Kings of that Country. 
As Ariarathes of the Cappadocians, Arfaces of the Par¬ 
tisans, Abgarus of the Ojrhoenians, Mithridates of the 
Panties, and Sylvius for Alba longa: and Euergetes, an 
Epbthete much affedted by the Kings of Egypt, Syria, and 
Afia, both greater and leffer- like as Orofanges amongft 
the Perjians, with which Artaxerxes honoured Morda- 
cat. 

23. This expounds a large Infcription in the Palace Pa¬ 
le fr in e VLtPome, of a certain Holpitable Colledge, inftitu- 
ted and endowed in the Temple of Efculapius , by Sal¬ 
via Marcellina, AnnirDom. 134. full fraught with fubjedts 
of Antiquity and Chronology. And alfo a large Mo¬ 
nument at Puteoli, of the Colledge of the Dendrophori , 
or Woodmongers ftyl'd Fabri Dendrofori, in a Roman in* 
leription. Such were the Carpenters or Eeclones con¬ 
demn’d by the Eh eo do fan Code : though Salmafns makes 
them a funerftitious Convention. 

From the 24 differration we learn the ufe of ancient 
Medals, Pidtures and Statues, (of which VarrQ, r f.C<efar, 
and Alex. Severus were great Colledtors; as to other Stu¬ 
dies, foefpecially to Phyfognomy.. "Nature having im¬ 
print- 
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printed in the countenance certain Airs and conformati¬ 
ons, which difcover the grand inclinations of the mind. 
In this Art the famous Campanella was a great matter, 
as Mr. Cboner relates in the life of Bo/fet. Hence Ni- 
cius Erythrceus tells us, that B. Stephanius the Poet had 
the fame features with the Statues of Virgil . Others ob- 
ferve, that Numa Pompilius and Antoninus Pius relembled 
each other in face and manners. And that the Chancel¬ 
lor Ho(pitalius, a great Philofopher, was like the figure of 
An [to tie. The face of Alexander M upon his Coyns,his eyes 
let high and great, with ins chin thruft out, (peak him 
haughty, earneft, and couragious, as Plvtarch remark d 
from the Phyfiognomiits. The frizld hair of Pompey , 
and his forward countenance, Ihew hisftoutnefs and am¬ 
bition. The temperament and difpofition of J. Ccejar 
is read in his Coynes, as divcric have obferved, and at 
length Dr. Andreas out or Argyll. Marc. Antoninus his 
double chin (hews his love of pleafure. The Air of King 
Juba argues him cruel and arrogant. The good features of 
Augujlus declare an excellent mind, a mixture of fweet- 
nels and prudence and courage. T lie little eyes of Nero, 
his thick neck, his throat and chin conjoyn'd, were no 
good fig ns to the Romans: and the ftature of Maximi- 
nus and narrow chin belpake his cruelty. 

2 y. Here Mr. Labrune gives at large the 7 \abbines fenti- 
ments concerning the miraculous Rod of Mofes. Jona¬ 
than Benuvjel, and the Author of Ayhar with others, a - 
fcribe the wonders done by the Law-giver unto the name 
or‘ Godingraved upon that Staffs to omit here the fable 
of an ancient Medras. 

26. The Cy^icens noted for dancing, have left a Me¬ 
dal in honor of Anton. Caracalla ; with the figure of 
Rope-dancing. Afport very ancient both among the 
Greeks and Latines, as Terence , Manilius , Horace , 
and others teftifie. Nay Elephants , the greateft and 
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moft ingenious of Land animals, did fhew the Roman 
people, as Pliny, Suetonius , and others atteft. 

27 In this difcourfe Dr. Spon vindicates his own profef- 
fion as practis’d at Pome, both from fervility and banifh- 
ment: by the known efteem a ad honor of Eudemus , both 
freind and Phyfitian of Augujlus. So o f Diofcor ides,ci ti/.en 
of Bgme by the name of Peaanius. Of Antonius Mufa and 
of Pallas,saxdNar cijjus in the Court of Claudiu .By the skill 
of three Kings Mithndates Juba , and Evax. Of Cams Cal~ 
purnins Afclepiades, rewarded by 'Trajan with the revenues 
of feven Cities. Of Galenas, and alfo Oribajius who obtain¬ 
ed the favour and refcript of Julian the Emperor. 
Though one patfage or two in Suetoniufs Caligula and 
Nero, and that of Cato in Phnies Hdtory, do favour the 
opinion of Bpbertellus and Ferretus, 

iH. This difcourfe treats, of two excellent Coyns of 
Malta, which Ijle the Pbcenicians firft inhabited, and de¬ 
dicated, together with a fair Temple, to Juno or Melitta: 
whole head Mr. Challon mppofes to be reprefented in the 
Medals. But they are both Egyptian. The female figures, 
J/ r: And the four wing'd and mitred, the God Mithras or 
O/ins. Which is confirmed by two brafs Idols fent from 
Egypt to the worthy Mr .Dufour, the one of 0 fir is,the other 
ofy/r, giving fuck to her fon Orus. The like of Marble are 
often found with die Mummies. 

29. A certain fpnt at Gaunt near Naples, reprefents in 
mod ancient and elegant Sculpture Nymphs attending 
2,t the birth of Bacchus, with GV.K7TI GOV aTjtujeuQf iTTOl^CTi^ 
the Dr. gives us a fair monument of Silenus , and dome 
Pennthian Coyns relating to the Baskets, Serpents, and 
other myfleries of Bacchus : and concludes with old mo¬ 
numents of the Nymphs. 

The 3 0. difcourfe is of the Origine and ufe of Strence, 
Hitcf/jami, sjhci, or New year gift. 
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The 3 /.concerning the falfe prophet Alexander in Lu¬ 
cian } which dialogue he explains, from two Coy ns of the 
W/ovohiTiu dCw-rcr/i-w, Where alio the name of Glycon, and a 
ferpent in one with a head of a man, and the other with 
that of a Dog, ftamp'd under Antoninus Pius, and 
under Lucius Verus, when the Papblagonian impofter 
liv’d. Now the Serpents were the Arms as well of the 
city Abonoteichos, as of the God Ejculapius , as Ovid, 
Virgil ; as alfo diverfe Medals do evidence. The inge¬ 
nious and learned Author concludes his bookwith fome 
rare Coyns of Efculapius.
